But he is a man o f 65, carry ing 
th® eno rmo us burden o f the presi­ 
dency .

He has 
had two majo r illnesses within 
these nine mo nths: a heart attack 
and an intestinal blo ck. 
Because o f the great public lik­ 
ing fo r him and trust in his judg­ 
ment, questio ns abo ut his phy sical 
fitness quieted do wn o nce he said 
after the heart attack that he felt 
he co uld stand ano ther fo ur White 
Ho use y ears.

WASHINGTON estimates that it will be 
two y ears before dirt starts moving on any 
interstate highway sy stem projects. 
Though the Treasury will begin impound­ 
ing $25 billion for the 40,000-mile interstate 
sy stem when higher taxes take effect, 
presumably J uly I, the program will not 
be in full swing before the middle 
19 60’s. 
Right-of-way and materials difficulties will 
not permit the program 
to 
get 
going 
quickly . 
Estima tes are that the last interstate 
mileage to be improved will be in the 
South and Southeast. But the turnpike sit­ 
uation is still to be resolved. The thinking 
is that turnpikes will be incorporated into 
the interstate sy stem as toll roads. Wheth­ 
er some states will get substitute inter­ 
state mileage for their turnpikes is still to 
be decided. This, it is estimated, will take 
some y ears of study . 
Taxes will go up for both states and fed­ 
eral government. The highway program 
alone probably will cancel out hope of tax 
relief at either level. The big demand f or 
materials will increase prices and nudge up 
the cost of living. 
But in another 15 y ea rs or so the nation 
will be far along toward good roads. Senior 
citizens of today will not participate much 
in the driving delights of the future. Their 
comfort will be in the knowledge that they 
ha ve contributed to the convenience of 
those who will be y oung enough to use the 
roads. 


ENCOURAGING SOBRIETY 
WINE CONSUMPTION in France has 
dropped 5 per cent, according to an esti­ 
ma te by the Ministry of Health. This is 
a substantial reduction in the world’s heav­ 
iest imbibing nation. 
It all started nearly two y ears ago when 
former Premier Mendes-France urged the 
French to drink milk as a substitute for 
wine. Since that time the government has 
waged a medical and propaganda ca m­ 
paign against the evils of alcohol. 
The campaign began as a general one, 
placed on the 18 to 40 age group, under the 
theory that those older would find it vir­ 
tually impossible to change their drinking 
habits. 
French officials claim that reports of al­ 
coholism among children have been 
g r e a t l y 
exaggerated abroad. They say French chil­ 
dren have alway s been given milk. 
But the government has dropped 
the 
milk idea for adults, and instead is urging 
the drinking of fruit juices. This idea is 
more pleasing to orchard owners.

Detroit Talks 
A Lot About 
Auto Layoifs 


Few Kind W ords Heard 
Regarding Situation In 
H eart O f Big Industry 


B v S A M D A W SO N 
D ETRO IT UP — They talk here 
about layoffs in the auto plants 
the same way they do about the 


weather 
—few kind words for 
either. And they aren't sure yet 
which to blame for slow business. 
The weather could impro\e. Rut 
Detroiters seem pretty sure today 
that lavoff effects on trade, on re- t 
lief rolls, evictions, repossessions, 
community life in many ways, and 
especially on other cities where 
cars or parts are made, w'ill pet 
worse before it pets better. 
The city, the state and the indus­ 
try, however, firmly contend that i 
the trend will he reversed when 
new* model production starts in the 
fall. 
Until now the bad spring weath­ 
er 
seemed 
the 
better whipping 
boy. 
Merchants 
point out 
there 
were six Inches of rain in May, ! 
which 
dampened 
sales quite as 
much as the growing total of the 
jobless. 
Hope that the layoff pay plan 
will cushion the blow is still to he 
tested. One of the big three auto 
companies says that the reserve 
fund it built up — at five cents for 
each hour worked by each em­ 
ploye since last June — will pro­ 
vide jobless 
pay benefits for a 
maximum of four weeks. 
The United Auto Workers Union 
figures that since May 2, the date 
at which layoffs count in the plan, 
about 20.000 workers have been 
furloughed in states in which the 
supplemental unemployment 
ben- 
fit program is in force. State rul­ 
ings in Ohio, Indiana and Virginia 
keep SU B from applying directly 
there. 
Since seniority rules apply, and 
only those who have worked for 
at least a year come under it, 
just part of these 20,000 are elig­ 
ible and they are a small small 
fraction 
of the 
185.OOO 
laid 
off 
around the nation, most of them 
prior to May. 2. 
Under the lal>or contract SUB 
became effective June I, but it is 
today that the majority of those 
eligible are applying for the first 
time at the auto plant pay win­ 
dows for their benefits. 
W alter P. Reuther, LIAW presi­ 
dent, says the union has worked 
hard in recent weeks to tell mem­ 
bers just who is eligible and for 
how much. He says it will try 
hard next time contract talks come 
up, in 1958, to increase both the 
amount and the length of pay­ 
ments. 
Detroit's relief rolls are begin­ 
ning to mount. The public welfare 
department reports a marked up­ 
turn in the number of applica­ 
tions from those whose unemploy­ 
ment benefits have run their 26- 
week 
course. 
In 
January 
there 
were only 61. In May there were 
549 such applications. 
The total of families on the relief 
rolls in May was 4,655, compared 
with 3,813 in January. 
But the 
over-all number of applications for 
relief, from persons in all indus­ 
tries, increased very little in May 
—other fields offset the slack in 
the auto industry. 
The official count of auto lay­ 
offs in Detroit itself comes to 69,- 
000. Detroiters, however, note that 
in addition to its proud title of 
auto capital, the city has enough 
diversification of industry to off­ 
set somewhat the auto slowdown. 
Still, layoffs or weather, retail 
sales have slackened.

WASHINGTON UP - President 
Eisenhower’s second physical cri­ 
sis in nine months will force voters 
to think again of w hit they asked 
themselves the first time: Should 
he be given another four - year 
term ? 
The question does not arise out 
of lack of confidence In Eisenhow­ 
er’s honest opinion of what he 
thinks is best for himself and the 
country. He has said he will frank­ 
ly say if he’s not up to another 
four years. 
But he is a man of 65, carrying 
the enormous burden of the presi­ 
dency. He would turn 70 before 
the end of a second term . He has 
had two m ajor illnesses within 
these nine months: a heart attack 
and an intestinal block. 
Because of the great public lik­ 
ing for him and trust in his judg­ 
ment, questions about his physical 
fitness quieted down once he said 
after the heart attack that he felt 
he could stand another four White 
House years. 
But now, in view of this second 
illness, voters cannot help asking 
themselves 
this 
question, 
even 
though he may again say he feels 
able to run for re-election: 
Are these two illnesses so close 
together 
simply 
accidents 
that 
could happen to any man? Or are 
they signs of a physical weaken­ 
ing under the stress and strain of 
the presidency that may be re­ 
peated? 
Eisenhower 
himself has 
said, 
“ The presidency is probably the 
most taxing job, as far as tiring 
of the mind and spirit . . . My 
future life must be carefully regu­ 
lated to avoid excessive fatigue.”

in a year he could not function 
fully. 
The doctors have said there is 
no connection between the two ill­

DETROIT m — They talk here 
about layoffs in the auto plants 
the same way they do about the 
weather 
—-few kind words for 
either. And they aren’t sure yet 
which to blame for slow business. 
The weather could improve. But 
Detroiters seem pretty sure today 
that lav off effects on trade, on re­ 
lief rolls, evictions, repossessions, 
community life in many ways, and 
especially on other cities where 
cars or parts are made, will get 
worse before it gets better. 
The city. the state and the indus­ 
try, however, firmly contend that 
the trend will be reversed when 
new model production starts in the 
fall. 
Until now the bad spring weath­ 
er 
seemed the 
better whipping 
boy. 
Merchants point out there 
were six inches of rain in May, 
which dampened sales quite as 
much as the growing total of the 
jobless. 
Hope that the layoff pay plan 
will cushion the blow is still to be 
tested. One of the big three auto 
companies says that the reserve 
fund it built tip — at five cents for 
each hour worked by each em­ 
ploye since last June — will pro­ 
vide jobless pay benefits for a 
maximum of four weeks. 
The United Auto Workers Union 
figures that since May 2. the date 
at which layoffs count in the plan, 
about 20.000 workers have bern 
furloughed in states in which the 
supplemental unemployment ben- 
fit program is in force. State rul­ 
ings in Ohio, Indiana and Virginia 
keep SUB from applying directly 
there.

Fishermen accustomed to taking 
good catches of various kinds of 
fish from the Island Arca of Lake 
Erie, about this time each year, 
have found that the fishing so far 
in 1956 has been relatively poor. 
The reason if has been poor can 
be explained bx two words, water 
temperature. 
While the smalimouth bass fish­ 
ing has been good at times and 
poor at others, there have been 
no walleyes taken and the white 
bass just haven t moved in yet. 
Ernest Miller, rn charge of the 
State Fish Hatchery at Put-In-Bay, 
Ohio, has been keeping water te m ­ 
perature records for many years 
and a glance 
at 
these 
records 
show* a direct 
correlation 
bet­ 
ween water tem peratures and fish 
being caught by sport fishermen. 
Ordinarily 
the 
smalimouth 
bass start moving into the Island 
Area in early 
May, when the 
water tem perature reaches 52 or 
53 degrees. They usually remain 
until their 
spawning 
activities 
have been completed bul serious 
spawning doesn't take place un­ 
til the water tem perature reach­ 
es ho to H2 degrees. 
While the fishing is expected to 
improve 
during 
the 
next 
few 
weeks, the results of this year's 
late spawning activities may not 
be evident until 
three 
or 
four 
years hence, at which time the 
low 1956 production might be in 
evidence, 
and 
few 
smalimouth 
would be taken. 
The fabulous white bass fishing 
which usually occurs around the 
Bass Islands beginning about June 
5 and lasts for about a month. 
will no doubt Ire late this year 
and there is some question among 
veteranfishermen if these silvery 
gamesters will be 
found 
in 
as 
large a number as was the case 
last year. 
On June 6, 1955, the white ba*s 
moved into the Bass Island Area 
in prodigous numbers. At that 
time the water tem perature was 
67 degrees. As 
o f June I this 
year, the tem perature was 56 de 
grees with no white bass to be 
found, lf the 
weatherman 
co­ 
operates 
it is 
expected 
that 
these fish should move into the 
area 
within 
the 
next 
several 
weeks. 
Lake Erie white bass are one of ■ 
the fastest growing of all fish and 
as a result have a rather short 
life span, with an average life es- 
pectancy of three to four years. 
While an 
occasional 
while* bass 
may reach six or seven years of 
age most of them die off at four 
years. This natural phenomenon 
is taking place in Lake Erie at the 
present time as many white bass. 
apparently on their “ last legs 
can be seen swimming near the 
surface. These fish show 
no in­ 
terest in lures thrown their way 
and 
most of them 
are fungus- 
ed. 
While nothing can be done to 
prevent the annual die oft of these 
older white bass. Ohio’s liberaliz­ 
ed fishing regulations do permit 
fishermen to harvest more of the 
crop, thus reducing the number of 
annual casualties and the result­ 
ant loss of a valuable resource.

It Is also thought 
that an additional extension of the 
pheasant season would otherwise 
have little effect on the pheasant 
population. The extended pheasant 


season likewist hid very little ef­ 
fect on increased hunting pressure 
as the few additional hunters came 
at a time when few hunters were 
out in the field.
